“The Townsman has done a 
public service in bringing to our 
attention in its Oct. 19 editorial 
‘It Doesn’t Grow On Trees’, a fact 
of the costliness of Andover 
politics. This needless cost is a 
concomitant of centralized govern- 
ments. 

‘*The School Committee, which 
has political power not subject to 
adequate control by the citizens, 
wishes to spend some money. Con- 
sequently, it announces that the 
money shall be found. And well it 
might. 

“The present inadequately- 
controlled management of An- 
dover’s politics has the power to 
pluck the School Committee out 
of the dilemma delineated by the 
Townsman. Consider what we wit- 
lessly gave away in the Town 
Charter: 

“We gave the office of town 
manager the power to ‘.... trans= 
fer.... the appropriations of one 
department, commission, boardor 
office to another’ (once the voters 
make the appropriation) to say 
nothing of its power to abolish any 
of the foregoing and to create 
others. Consequently, we would be 
less than prudent to assume that 
the School Committee is not certain 
that any money it spends, but does 
not, have shall be covered by ac- 
commodation from the office of 
town manager. 

‘*The evidence continues to grow 
that in voting away our rights, in 
the name of a centralized govern- 
ment, we established many 
privileges for those who now con= 
trol our political affairs. And, sure 
enough, those privileges are not 
always used for the interests of 
Andover. 

“Accordingly, it’s not too much 
to say that in tolerating the town 
manager government, we go on 
conditioning ourselves, without re= 
course, to accept the essential of 
communism that a centralized 
government of privileged men is 
better than a government of laws. 
Odd as it may seem, here in An- 
dover the ground work for the 
growth of communism is being 
assiduously done all in the name 
of efficiency to be sure.”’

whether the store is basically a 
package store or a variéty store. 
Although it was agreed that laws 
governing the sale of beer and wine 
apply to the store, the problem 
seemed to revolve around the legal 
definition of the term ‘‘package 
store’’. 

Meanwhile, the store can’t stay 
open on real Sundays, because it’s 
in the normal sense a package 
store; it could stay open on Sature 
day, Nov. 11, a legislative Sunday, 
if the town recognized it as a 
package store.

In general, the teachers have no 
bargaining rights as faras salaries 
are concerned, although Mrs. 
Masud frankly stated that she had 
bargained successfully with her 
superiors, receiving 4 salary at 
the university level for her work 
as a principal. 

Despite the low wages, however, 
the women agreed that teaching is 
a rewarding profession, and is a 
position to which honor and 
prestige are attached. 
Tough Curriculum 

Academically, their 
appear far tougher than 
American counterparts. 

How would local high school 
students like to take 14 required 
courses, no electives; possibly 
emphasize one area, such as 
science, but not be allowed to drop 
any of the required courses even 
though they don’t compliment the 
specialty; receive instruction in 
two languages, with which they 
must obviously be completely 
familiar. 

For in all four countries, Eng- 
lish is a second language.

some elementary schools. 
Sciences, engineering and English 
literature are taught in English; 
the literature of their own 
countries, history and other sub=- 
jects are taught in their 
language. Thus both languages 
must be mastered completely - 
the student must be equally at 
home in either. 

Other Discussion Areas 

Then the conversation began to 
wander away from education, and 
into the varying cultures, the dif- 
ferences in custom and feelings. 

Miss Baydar from Turkey was 
aghast at the behaviour of our 
children - showing little respect 
for their parents’ wishes, deter- 
mined to do as they wish, and 
getting away with it. In her ex- 
perience in American homes, she 
feels that too much disrespect is 
allowed to grow between children 
and parents. 

In Turkey, as in the other coun- 
tries represented, young people 
grow up in the habit, if you will, 
of obeying their parents; they con= 
sult them on major decisions and 
are not left to make up their own 
minds. Miss Baydar pointed out 
that Americans seem to feel that 
directing the child to obey dulls his 
initiative and provides a frustra- 
tion that can effect the child in 
later years. 

The others agreed. They all felt 
that nowhere else in the world 
would children have the same 
liberty to make uptheir own minds, 
to make their mistakes and take 
such complete responsibility for 
them. And they wondered whether 
the child has enough experience 
to actually make up his mind what 
to do, at the early age he is allowed 
to do this by his parents. 

All of the four, for example, 
expected to, and did ask for per- 
mission to come to the United 
States - from their parents. 
Marriages Arranged 

In West Pakistan, Pakistan and 
Burma, marriages are still ar- 
ranged by the parents. In the first 
two countries, the couple may not 
even have met; in Burma the young 
man is allowed to call on his 
bride-to-be, in front ofher parents 
of course, and at least become 
acquainted. 

Turkey is the exception - it’s 
practically Americanized, Miss 
Baydar asserted. Dating is even 
more prevalent than here; teen= 
agers try to copy Americans of 
the same age; but parental advice 
and concent is sought, even by 
those who otherwise have 
vigorously copied our habits. 

Divorce is allowed in all their 
countries - both legally and by the 
Church. But in Burma, for 
example, it is quite accepted while 
in Pakistan and West Pakistan 
there is very little. 

Do parents try again to arrange 
a marriage, if the first one fails? 
Not often. Usually, the woman is 
considered free to make her own 
choice the second time. But in 
many cases, divorce is ruled out 
by the couple because of the 
parents, and the welfare of the 
children.

But this is difficult to do - this 
business of change, everywhere in 
the world. 

Something like persuading an 
American school committee to do 
something radically out of the 
routine? They thought so, but even 
more difficult.
